PRICES  UP  FOR  FEED  GRAINS 

Feed  grain  prices  have  risen  sharply  since 
last  fall,  reflecting  the  generally  strong  demand 
and  the  tightening  of  free  supplies  of  corn  and 
sorghum  grain.  The  index  of  prices  received 
by  farmers  for  feed  grains  in  July  reached  the 
highest  level  in  six  years  and  was  9 percent 
above  July  1962. 

Feed  grain  production  probably  will  also  be 
below  total  utilization  in  the  1963-64  feeding 
year.  Production  is  estimated  at  147  million 
tons  or  about  3 percent  more  than  in  1962. 
Livestock  production,  however,  continues  to 
expand.  An  estimated  176  million  grain-con- 
suming animal  units  will  be  on  hand  in  the 
1963-64  feeding  season — about  2 percent  more 
"mouths  to  feed"  than  in  the  current  1962-63 
period.

FEDERAL  MILK  MARKETING  ORDERS,  PART  V 
How  the  Orders  are  Changed 
to  Meet  Changing  Conditions 

Anyone  affected  by  a marketing  order  may 
propose  changes  or  improvements.  These  pro- 
posals are  then  studied  by  USDA  and  --  if  they 
seem  within  the  statutory  authorization  and  appear 
feasible  --a  hearing  is  called.  The  amendments 
in  the  order  are  based  on  the  Secretary's  finding 
on  the  record  taken  at  the  hearing.  Changes  most 
frequently  made  are  those  affecting  the  pricing 
of  milk;  others  may  concern,  for  example,  the 
impact  of  the  recent  widespread  shift  from  the 
delivery  of  milk  by  producers  in  cans  to  bulk 
tank  handling. 

The  basic  law  providing  for  marketing  orders 
is  flexible  enough  to  provide  for  changes  in  the 
orders  to  meet  changes  in  marketing  conditions. 
Thus,  whenever  there  is  the  possibility  of  im- 
provement, or  changing  circumstances  require  it, 
milk  marketing  orders  may  be  changed  by  amend- 
ment. 

Approximately  the  same  procedures  are  used  in 
amending  milk  orders  as  are  provided  for  in  the 
issuing  of  original  orders.  There  are  instances, 
however,  when  — because  of  emergency  situ- 
ations --  changes  may  be  made  on  short  notice.

If  current  feeding  rates  are  maintained,  about 
126  million  tons  of  feed  grains  will  be  consumed 
by  livestock  in  the  coming  year.  Such  other  uses 
as  food,  industrial  and  seed  are  expected  to  absorb 
13.  5 million  tons,  thus  domestic  usage  would  total 
about  139  million  tons.  This  would  leave  only 
about  8 million  tons  of  the  current  production 
available  for  export.
